Mr. Chairman, Gentlemen, 


"Health" is notoriously hard to define, and we have no satisfactory 
means of measuring it. The World Health Organisation defined it as "a state 
of complete mental and physical well-being", but as "well being" can only be 
defined in terms of "health" this gets us little further. I prefer to define 
"health" as "a state of mutual adaptation between the individual and his 
environment." Applied to man this implies an environment which satisfies 
his emotional and intellectual needs as well as his physical requirements. 
Applied to a population, its achievement requires not only the provision of 
& satisfactory environment but also regulation of the behaviour of the 
individuals within that population to ensure that the needs of each are met 
without harm to the interests of others. It follows that the promotion of 
the health of a population, which is what we mean by "Public Health", must 
be the ultimate aim of all government, and indeed of most religions. Only 
a minority of men have been so educated and conditioned that they derive 
satisfaction only by meeting the needs of others. The majority of mankind, 
especially when in groups or communities, behaves selfishly. Conflicts of 
interest are therefore bound to arise. Resolution of such conflicts is the 
major role of government. Both the physical and mental adaptation of the 
individual depends on the equitable distribution of the necessities of life 
and the settlement of disputes in such a manner that fear and hatred are 
avoided. If my definition of "health" is accepted therefore it follows that 
"Public Health" embraces the whole ecology of man. 
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While the complete picture is a complicated one the part which 
our own Health Committee is called upon to play is relatively simple. 
It is our duty to try to adapt the physical environment of Brigg to the 
needs of its inhabitants. These duties are of fundamental importance, 
for the texture of the whole picture depends on the quality of the canvas 


on which it is painted.

An Annual Report such as this is the occasion for assessing 
progress made in the year and considering what would or should be attempted 
in the future. Since we cannot measure health directly we are obliged 
to use indices such as the infant mortality rate and the death rate as 
rough guides by which to judge progress. The mid-year population of Brigg 
for 1965 was 5,050, an increase of 50 on that given for 1964. As there 
were only 75 deaths in 1965 compared with 79 in 1964 the death rate showed 
a gratifying reduction from 16 per 1,000 in 1964 to 14.8 per 1,000 in 1965. 
When corretted to take account of the age structure of our population that 
rate becomes 11.5,which is about the same as the rate for England and Wales, 
There were fewer stillbirths and infant deaths in 1965 than in either of 
the preceding two years, and as the number of births was higher than usual 
the stillbirth, perinatal mortality, and infant mortality rates all showed 
improvement, although they remained slightly higher than those for the 


country as a whole.

Deaths from cancer showed a marked reduction, from 17 in 1964 
to 8 in 1965, but as malignant diseases usually cause prolonged illness 
before death such short term fluctuations are probably of little signifi- 
cance. It may be that factors such as the weather or the prevalence of 
respiratory infection determine whether a patient with cancer dies in one 


month or another. 
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Apart from measles, notifications. for which rose from 8 in 1964 
to 102 in 1965, it was a "good" year in respect of infectious diseases. 
Despite the measles epidemic the total notifications fell. Whereas in 1964 
there were 27 cases of whooping cough there were none in 1965, and no new 
cases of tuberculosis were notified. While one cannot pretend that all 
food handling is always beyond reproach, the lack of any incident of food 
poisoning suggests that caterers, shopkeepers and housewives are exercising 
reasonable care. All the samples of foods taken by the County Health 
Inspector for analysis were satisfactory, apart from a sample of pork 


sausage which contained too little meat.

The quality of the water distributed in the town remained 
excellent. Apart from its low fluoride content the quality of the water 
is ideal. The decision of the council in 1965 to support fluoridation is 
probably the most valuable advance which was made in the year. It will 
take some time to equip the sources with the necessary treatment plant but 
we may hope that by 1967 or 1968 our water will be fluoridated.

Further progress was made towards eliminating the towns slums, 
and a notable advance was the final elimination of caravans from the 
unsatisatisfactory sites in Mill Lane and in Cadney Lane. The task of 
converting or eliminating the remaining pail closets in the town was nearing 
compzetion, and by the time this report is published "night=-soil" collection 
will be a thing of the past. 


The position with regard to refuse disposal is less satisfactory. 
The tip has never been properly controlled and has been a source of nuisance 
for many years. The owner of our tip agreed during 1965 to sell part of 
the land to the Boat Club and the rest to a firm of conerete block manu- 
facturers. The Council were given notice to discontinue tipping and 
retaliated by resolving to acquire the tip by compulsory purchase. Event= 


ually a compromise solution was agreed whereby the Council abandoned their 
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proposal to seek a compulsory purchase order, and the purchasers undertook 
to allow controlled tipping until November 1967. Presumably unless the 
council at last begin to obey the rules for controlled tipping and so 


reduce the nuisance arising from this tip they will be in breach of this 


agreement and be obliged to make alternative arrangements sooner 6 
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Among other matters considered by the councils health committee 
during the year were the provision of toilet facilities by catering 
establishments, and the state of their own public conveniences. It was 
resolved that catering establishments be required to provide adequate toilet 
facilities for their customers, but action to correct the unsatisfactory 
condition of the public conveniences was deferred. These toilets are 
highly unsatisfactory, and lack hand-washing facilities. Their design 
and situation does not lend itself to satisfactory improvement. Ideally 


they should be demolished and replaced by one well designed unit. 
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Another cause for concern was the unsatisfactory operation of 
the new sewage disposal works. Although the very poor effluent produced 
early in the year was found to be due to the failure of the attendant to 
desludge the tanks properly, investigations by the consulting engineers 
showed that unforeseen increase in industrial effluent from the canning 
factory had resulted in the designed capacity of the plant being reached 


prematurely. Further extension of the works will therefore be required.

Some slum properties which were first represented for formal 
action as far back as 1958 were still standing derelict in 1965, but it 
is hoped that their demolition will be decured shortly. Quite apart from 
the physical dangers to children who may play around such derelict buildings, 
their existence has a profoundly depressing psychological effect on those 
who live or work nearby. The sub-standard, and indeed slum=like condition 
of the "Town Hall" is bad for the morale of the council's staff and must 


also reduce public confidence in their administration. 
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If Brigg is to remain an Urban District more salubrious offices must 
surely be provided at the earliest opportunity. A council with the duty 
of enforcing the provisions of the Shops, Offices and Railway Premises 
Act should set an example by putting its own house in order 3 With the 
suspicion that 'le-urbanisation" may well be on its way, and at a time when 
money is tight, however, a council must think very hard before embarking 
on the building of new offices. Yourdecision to redecorate and brighten 
up the existing premises has gone a little way to laghten the atmosphere 


of gloom. 


Brigg is a town with great potential for improvement. Much 
could be made of the natural amenities by developing riverside parks, and 
clearing unsightly derelict buildings. Regrettably, opportunities to make 
the town really beautiful are being frittered away by piecemeal development 
and by failure to adhere to the development plan. It is true that problems 
arising from ownership of some of the land, and from the cost of dealing 
with premises used by trade or industry render schemes to beautify the town 
difficult and expensive. The psychological effect of attractive surround- 
ings on the population is too easily forgotton. If one accepts the definition 
of health with which this report begins then one must also accept that the 
replacement of sheds, old neglected buildings and untidy and unsightly waste 
by well kept grass with trees, paths and seats would benefit the health of 
the public. Commendably you have always endeavoured to provide recreation- 
al spaces in which children may play and your recreation ground provides 
for organised adult games, but hitherto the recreational needs of the elderly 
have received less attention. If the rapid development of North Lincoln- 
shire which we all expect leads to extensive growth of Brigg the need for 
attractive recreational amenities for the elderly near the town centre will 
be enhanced as the distance to open countryside increases, In other respects, 
you have been more successful in helping old people. The new bungalow type 
grouped dwellings for the elderly provide a useful service, and as the 
county has a hostel for old people and the Regional Hospital Board provide 
geriatric beds within the town, on paper this section of the community is 


well served. In fact, however, the hostel and hospital accommodation have 
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to serve so wide an area that bed provision is far from adequate. Both 
authorities have plans to ease the shortage, and it is hoped that financial 
stringency will not delay this. 


Important as the shortage of geriatric hospital beds undoubtedly 
is its solution must be achieved without harming the interests of expectant 
mothers and babies. The Council has been concerned for some time because 
of the Regional Board's wish to close the Maternity Unit at Brigg 
and convert the entire Glanford hospital to geriatrics and the care of the 
chronic sick. Although the Board have undertaken to retain the maternity 
beds at Brigg until the new unit has been built at Scunthorpe, and then not 
to close it without prior consultation, there is no doubt of their ultimate 
intention. There is a danger that members of the Regional Hospital Board 
and members of the Hospital Management Committee may be misled into managing 
the maternity unit in such 4 way as to justify its eventual closure instead 
of making the best possible use of it in the public interest. During the 
past year all patients in the "high risk" categories have been diverted to 
the Scunthorpe Maternity Home where there is a resident obstetric Registrar. 
This is an excellent measure, which has improved the perinatal mortality 
statistics for the area, but as only those "low risk" cases who are willing 
to be looked after by one Brigg general practitioner or his partner are 
now admitted to the unit at Brigg these beds are not being fully used. 
Patients of other practitioners in the town continue to be confined under 
unsatisfactory conditions in their own homes, although some would prefer 
to be confined in the hospital if they could be looked after there by their 
own doctor. There is little doubt that if the hospital authorities would 
permit maternity beds at Brigg which are not required by the consultant to 
be used for"low risk" cases by other general practitioners these beds 
would be fully md properly used. Not only would this be to the benefit 
of the public, but it would also improve the relationship between the 


general practitioners and the hospital authorities.

During 1965 negotiations were started regarding the provision 
of a cervical cytology service by the County Council, and early in 1966 


regular cytology clinics were started. They are held at the County Council 
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Clinic on alternate Friday mornings, and are meeting a considerably popular 
demand. As you are probably aware, cancer of the neck of the womb starts 

on the surface and may be present for many years before it begins to invade 
other tissues and give rise to disease and danger. Just below the surface 
is a layer of cells which are constantly multiplying to make a steady supply 
of new cells, which die and peel off when they reach the surface. So long 
as the cancer remains confined between the surface and the basal layer of 
multiplying cells, so that the malignant cells are all carried towards the 
surface and discarded, the condition, known as "carcinoma in situ" is harm 
less, but as soon as malignant cells get below the basal layer whence they 
can be carried by the lymphatics to other parts of the body the condition 
becomes very dangerous. By examining the cells scaling off the surface 

for signs of malignancy it is possible to detect "carcinoma in situ" before 
it becomes invasive. Some experts have calculated that there may be any- 
thing from 5 to 15 years interval between the appearance of abnormal cells 
in the smear and the development of invasive cancer. By offering a cytology 
service so that women can be tested every five years the county council 
hopes to be able to detect changes so early that by simply removing a small 
cone of tissue from the neck of the womb the condition may be cured. It is 
believed that if sufficient women take advantage of this service, and return 
regalarly every 5 years the incidence and death rate from cancer of the neck 
of the womb can be greatly reduced. The service has to be limited because 
of the shortage of technicians to examine the specimens, and it is to be 
hoped that women in Brigg will not all expect to be examined at once. If 
they came to the clinic at such a rate that it takes five years to test 

them all a complete service could be provided with the least number of 
technicians. This would mean that some women would not be tested for a 
few years, and the importance of testing first those who are most likely 

to be developing cancer is obvious. We know that cancer of the cervix does 
not occur in women who have never had intercourse and is rare in the wives 
of circumcised men. It is commonest in women who have had frequent sexual 
relations with several men and who have borne many children. Ideally there- 


fore one would prefer to test in the first year those women over the age 
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of 35 who have borne several children, especially those who have been 
married more than once or whose husbands are uncircumcised. In subsequent 
years younger women and those with fewer children would then be inclujed. 
As attendance is entirely voluntary one cannot pick and choose in this 
way. We must rely upon the public to understand the factors which I have 
mentioned and hope that those who are at the greatest risk will be among 
the first to apply for appointments. If they do so the new clinic can 
make a real contribution to the health and welfare of the population, for 
cancer of the cervix tends to kill mothers in their middle and late forties 
at a time when their young children need them. The social consequence of 
such deaths are therefore more serious than those of diseases which kill 


people later in life.

The idea of offering "screening" procedures for the early 
detection of disease is not new, For many years we have had the benefit 
of biennial visits of the Mass Radiography Unit. This will again be 
visiting Brigg in 1966 and may contribute appreciably to the health of 
the district by detecting chest diseases at an early stage if sufficient 
memhers of the public take advantage of its visit. 


In future we may hope that reliable screening procedures may 
be developed for other serious and disabling diseases. Before each is 
introduced, however, we must make certain that the condition to be detected 
is one which early detection will help to cure, and that the facilities to 
treat and cure the cases discovered are adequate. Premature introduction 
of such a proceedure which merely lengthens hospital waiting lists, and 
causes people to worry without prolonging life, is a danger which we must 
watch, Far better than any scheme for the early detection and cure of 
disease is the abolition of those factors which give rise to the illness 
in the first instance. Preventing tooth decay by fluoridation of water 
is fundamentally better than providing a school dentist to detect small 
cavities and fill them. It is better to train boys to keep their sexual 


organs really clean, or even to circumcise them, than to rely on cytological 
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examinations of their wives, in years to come, in order to detect early 
cancer. It is better to provide good houses and avoid unhygienic and 
unhealthy conditions than to allow people to live in squalor and then spend 
money, time, and effort treating the resulting illnesses. Our role in 
environmental Public Health is in no way diminished in importance by the 
introduction of facilities for the early detection and treatment of disease. 
Primary prevention must always remain our chief aim, and as our knowledge 
of the causes of disease increases we may hope to evolve better ways and 


surer ways of preventing an ever increasing number of conditions. 


In conclusion, I should like to thank the members of the Brigg 
Health Committee for their efforts during 1965, commend to your attention 
the tabulated information in the pages which follow, and express my 
indebtedness to Mr. Hawkins for the work he has done and for the information 


contained in the final pages of this report.
